The vessel 
was only full at the first, and it was 
never replenished. It was filled for 
an expenditure of fifty or sixty years, 
but he kept the stream so large that 
the precious contents were all decant- 
ed at the expiration of 30. Then the 
empty vase was borne away with weep- 
ing. The sparkle, the vivacity and 
2 of tae Republican cost life.

How yw to Put Out Fires. 


A correspondent writes of the man 
ner of subduing fires: “Ono gallon 
of water at the bottom ofa fire will 
do more to quench it than ten gallons 
at the top. Play low is the true mot- 
to of the fireman. If the first engine 
that reached the Summit street fire in 
Boston had bursfinto the warehouse 
and played into the goods elevator, 
where the fire broke out, it would 
probably have saved $50,000,000. To 
play on the roof ofa house on fire is 
to waste water; the roof was made to 
shed water; the rain does not put out 
the kitchen fire, nor weuld the Pas- 
sumpscot, flowing bodily en the roof, 
pot but the kitchen fire. Play low, 
get the water to the bottom of the fire 
and you peed not pour in the Passum- 
pscot; a few gallons at the bottom of 
the fire will rise in clouds of steam 
wheuever the fire is rising, and will 
quench it. Even a heap of rubbish 
tarns rain aud water like a partial 
roof. A gil of water thrown in the 
bottom of a grate quenches the fire 
more than a quart thrown on top. 
For a similar reason water on the 
windward side is more effective than 
en the leeward; I am speaking now of 
a moderate fire, when there are only 
one or two heuses burning. The big 
blazes on the leeward look fearfully, 
but they cannot be affected by play- 
ing on them. Throw your water into 
the bed of coals, under the retort that 
is sucking them, and they go out— 
thatis to say, play at the bottom of 
the windward side of the fire and you

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LOCAL AFFAIRS. 


Sutro Tunnel. 


[Coneluded. | 
In our last article we had noted 
the dimensions and ground of the 
Sutro tunnel. Let us now consider 3 
few more particulars and then close 
with a few general statements. 

The number of men employed is 98. 
Instead of using the Burrill drill, as 
‘on the Comstock, the Superintendent, 
Mr. Bluett, says that he uses the In- 
gersoll drill, because it does just as 
good work, and does not so easily get 
out of repair as does the Burrill drill. 
At a number of points in the tunnel 
small ore bodies have been discovered, 
but these have never been prospected, 
the single purpose being to drain the 
Comstock mines first and then develop 
any mines discovered while running 
the tunnel. 

When one considers that such a 
work as that undertaken by Adolph 
Sutro not only costs an immense sum 
of money, but years of patient and per- 
haps in the end defeated toil, it is 
quite natural to inquire into the causes 
which led him to undertake and carry 
forward an enterprise which will cost, 
when completed, nearly 84,500, 000. 
Mr. Sutro had observed the method- 
ical process of mining in Germany; 
how that in the Hartz Mountains im- 
mense tunnels were run even to the 
length of fourteen miles, and then con- 
nected at the head by deep shafts. 
When, then, he arrived in Virginia 
City in 1859 and saw the necssarily 
crude methods employed he at once 
interested himself to work marked 
improvements in the methods in ope- 
ration. Butto secure the necessary 
aid and to perfect his plans on a lode, 
such as the Comstock then was re- 
quired much time and careful plau— 
ning. By March. 1860; only forty 
tons of ore had been taken from the 
Comstock. But the yield was as mu- 
nificient us the auticipations of the 
more or less ignorant prospectors. 
Four thousand dollars to the ton ex- 
cited the mining world. Thousands 
flocked to the Comstock; but the pur- 
poses of Mr. Sutro were never diverted 
by the wild excitement which swayed 
the living throng. His plans were 
finally perfected, and on the 19th of 
October, 1870, work was commenced 
on the great mining tunnel. He had 
strong opponents and strong friends, 
but his was the mind that led. The 
objects which he hadin view was to 
make himself immensely wealthy and 
gain a great name. The means 
to be employed -was to construct 
his tunnel, obtain thereby the two 
dollars per ton on the ore extracted 
from the Comstock mines, and profit 
by the sale of many town lots in the 
well laid out village of Sutro. Of 
course a railroad would connect Sutro 
with Carson and the outside world. 
His conceptions were as perfect as his 
hopes are well founded. What may 
be the result we of course cannot say. 
In four or five months the tunnel will 
be completed. It will strike the Com- 
stock lode 2,000 feet below the ser 
face. It is further a part of the con- 
tract with the mining companies that 
form the point of intersection of the 
tunnel with the above lode, that a 
orosscut shall be run north and south 
along the lode for a distance of 12,000 
feet. The advantages to be obtained 
by the tunnel are patent to nearly 
everyone, but the high shrewdness of 


its founder is not so apparent. By 


the tunnel the Comstock mines will be 
ventilated and drained of water. 


Ore may also be readily cheaply 


transported to the mouth of the tun- 
nel and thence some half-mile to the 
quartz mill on the Carson river. Or, 
‘the water issuing from the tunnel may 
be utilized to run a number of mills, 
and then do service for irrigating pur- 
poses. Of course this tunnel would 
be a great saving in mining operations 
on the Comstock, and it was in order 
to secure these plain advantages that 
led the mine owners to bind themselves 
in strict contract articles with Mr. 
Sutro. in three months from 
date the Comstock lode will be pierced 
by the tunnel. Quibbling may cause 
a yoar's delay.
